With reference to the notice which appeared in the “ Board of 

ihn Milas Trade Journal” of oth January last respecting 

Tariff the Kwitta (Hast of the Volta) Customs Tariff, 

the Board ot ‘Trade have now received a copy of 

“The Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1904” (No. 13 of 1904), which 

repeals the various Customs Tariff Ordinances* previously in force, 

and, at the same time, regulates the imposition of new duties, as 

from lst January, 1905, on goods imported into the Gold Coast 
Colony, West of the Volta. 

It is provided by the present Ordinance that goods brought from 
that part of the Colony Kast of the Volta, to any other part of the 
Colony shall be subject to an amount of duty equal to the difference 
between the duty paid on such goods under the ‘“ Kwitta Customs 
Tariff Ordinance of 1904” and the Ordinance under notice. 

The duties on wines, firearms, cartridges (filled), oil, salt, lumber, 
cement and various kinds of provisions have undergone alteration, 
whilst the ‘free list” has been much extended. For the purpose

and must be landed and stored in the petroleum warehouse 
or in a registered storehouse. It can only be imported in 
metal vessels, so substantially constructed as not to be liable, 
under ordinary circumstances, to be broken or become defec- 
tive or insecure. Every such vessel, when used for conveying 
or keeping “volatile petroleum” shall bear the words “ volatile 
petroleum, highly inflammable,” legibly and indelibly stamped or 


marked thereon. 





MAURITIUS. 

A copy of a Proclamation (No. 52 of 1904) has been received from

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
copies of five Circulars (Nos. 4—8) of the 


Re onan of Isthmian Canal Commission, containing Execu- 
= een tive Orders for the regulation of the Customs 
rate oe service of the Panama Canal Zone. 


The substance of these Orders has already 
been noted in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” for the 5th January, 
1905, but attention may be drawn to the following further pro- 
visions of these Orders :— 

(1) The Executive Order of the 24th June, 1904*, imposing the 
Dingley Tariff in the Canal Zone, and enacting Customs regula- 
tions therefor, is cancelled ; and new regulations are enacted. (The 
new regulations relate solely to the limits of the Customs jurisdic- 
tion of United States officers in the Canal Zone, and the duties and 
emoluments of such officers.) 

(2) The material and stores for use in the construction of the 
Canal+ (including clothing, furniture, provisions, &c., for the 
employees) which may be imported into Ancon and Cristobal, are 
defined ; and it is provided that such imports must be accompanied 
by a certificate of a member of the Isthmian Canal Commission, or 
of the chief engineer of the Commission, or of the chief of the 
Department of Material and Supplies, to the effect that the goods 
so imported are for use in the construction of the Canal in the 
sense defined by the circular. 

(3) Goods other than material and stores for the Canal may be 
landed at Ancon or Cristobal if in transit to any part of the Canal 
Zone or of the Republic, on payment of the proper duties to the 
Republic of Panama. Such goods must, however, be accompanied 
by a consular invoice issued by the Consul of the Republic of 
Panama at the port of consignment. 

Similarly, free importation and consignment of goods and free 
transit of persons and vehicles from the Republic through the 
Canal Zone and from the terminal ports thereof (Ancon and. 
Cristobal) is permitted.

BRITISH INDIA. 


| The following particulars of the prospects of the petroleum 
industry in Burma are based on an extract 


eu wagra from a Government report on the administra- 
| meaner - tion of that Province in 1903-04, published in 


“ Capital ” (Calcutta) of the 11th January. 
; The chief centres of production are Yenangyaung in Magwe 

and Yenangyat in the Pakokku district, but the Burma Oil 
Company have also lately developed a new field at Singu in 
Myingyan, while the Akyab and Kyaukpyu districts are producing 
a small quantity of oil. The great expansion of the industry at 
the chief centres may be gauged from the fact that at Yenang- 
yaung the Government royalty in 1903-04 amounted to Rs. 7,37,134 
as against Rs. 5,68,429 in the year preceding; the output from 
the field increases steadily and there is no sign of exhaustion of 
the supply. Yenangyat is a newer field, and out of 50 blocks of 
about a square mile or so each, leased to the Burma, Rangoon, 
and Minbu Oil Companies, only five are paying royalty at present. 
The outturn from this field has risen to 22,356,904 gallons, and 
the revenue to Government from Rs. 2,22,837 to Rs, 2,938,022. 
Of the actual working at the Yenangyat field, the Burma Oil 
Company are working eight blocks, and have tested four others 
without finding oil. Royalty is being paid on one block by the 
Rangoon Oil Company, who are also obtaining a small amount of 
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oil on several others. The Minbu Oil Company are working one 
block and are starting on two more. The Burma Oil Company’s 
new field at Singu yielded the Government a royalty of 
Rs. 1,60,832. ‘The Company also prospected for oil in Prome, 
but without success. 





CEYLON. 


The subjoined particulars of the mineral resources of Ceylon are 
Mj taken from a report [Cd. 2,341 of 1905] on 
ineral 
ocmoeaneedl the results of the Mineral Survey in that 
Colony in 1903-4 by the Director of the Imperial 
Institute (Professor W. R. Dunstan, M.A., LL.D., F.R.S.). 

The following is a list of the mineral products from Ceylon, 
collected during the survey, or obtained from other sources, which 
have been investigated at the Imperial Institute :— 

Ores of iron, manganese, and copper; ores containing thorium 
and cerium, the oxides of which are available for incandescent 
gas-lighting; graphite, mica, steatite, kaolin, laterite, asbestos, 
limestone, quartz, chert, corundum, and various gem-stones. 

From Professor Dunstan’s notes as to the mode of occurrence, 
the economic uses, and the commercial value of the more important 
of these minerals, the following have been culled :— 

Manganese.—‘“‘ The manganese ore does not appear to exist in such 
quantities as would make it available for export. The presence, 
however, of 1°61 of cobalt in the manganese ore from Ampitiya 
introduces a new and important element into the case. It is found 
profitable in New Caledonia to mine and export ore containing 
only 4 per cent. of cobalt oxide and no appreciable amount of any 
other valuable product. Further information should, therefore, be 
obtained as to the extent of these cobaltiferous manganese ores.” 

Limestone.—‘‘ The crystalline limestone is of the dolomitic 
variety, containing a large percentage of magnesia. It is not of 
any value except perhaps for local purposes. 

‘The travertine limestone from Hangiliella Oya is of better 
quality, and, as already stated, might be used with rice-field mud 
from the same locality for the manufacture of Portland cement. 
It would also furnish good lime.” 

Thorium minerals.—‘‘ By far the most important discovery con- 
nected with the operations of the Mineral Survey is that of several 
minerals containing thoria, which have been made the subject of a 
separatereport®. The mineral supposed to be uraninite or pitchblende, 
and previously forwarded as such to several persons in England, 
proves on complete analysis at the Imperial Institute to be a new 
mineral, which it is proposed to name thorianite. ‘This mineral is 
one of the richest known in the rare earth thoria, of which it con- 
tains more than 75 per cent. uncombined with silica.”

country has largely increased during the past year, partly as a 
ednsequence of the low prices quoted for English coal, and partly 
no doubt by the apprehensions entertained by many of the larger 
consumers as to the consequences to be fear ed from the successful 
establishment of a German monopoly. 

The present partial strike in the Westphalian coal districts has 
to some extent modified the position ; the syndicate of Dutch coal 
dealers in Utrecht, which is practically the representing agent of 
the Westphalian Trust (see p. 573 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24th March, 1904), have issued a preliminary circular 
to their clients in the country reassuring them as to the supply of 
the quantities already contracted for with the Utrecht Coal 
Syndicate. The latter have already taken preliminary steps to 
secure the delivery of large quantities of English coal for their 
customers at cost price, and should the strike in Westphalia 
become general, there is no doubt but that a very large demand 
from Holland will ensue, since the ordinary stocks of coal held in 
Holland are not large, owing to the ease and promptness with 
whioh consumers could be supplied by rail from Westphalia.

—_ Consul at Milan (Mr. J. H. Towsey), forward- 
of 1904 P ing the following particulars regarding the 
Italian silk cocoon crop of 1904 :— 

According to the calculations of the Silk Association of Italy, the 
total cocoon crop in Italy in 1904 was 42,730,000 kilogs. against 
34,167,000 kilogs. in 1903, 41,985,900 kilogs. in 1902 and 
40,330,000 kilogs. in 1901. The average for the ten years from 
1894 to 1903 was 40,398,200 kilogs., and for the ten years from 1893 
to 1902 41,720,900 kilogs. The crops of the different ‘regions ” 
were characterised as follows :—marked increase in Venetia; normal 
in Lombardy and Piedmont, which suffered the most from bad 
weather during 1903; the variations in the other regions were 
slight. Although the crops in the Marches and Umbria were 
below those of the preceding year, they were, however, above those 
of previous years. Judging by the average yields of the cocoons, 
the Association calculates that the total output of Italian silk was 
3,706,000 kilogs. against 2,746,500 kilogs. in 1903 and 3,218,000 
in 1902,

In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the’ 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries | 
by traders on commercial matters. | 

_The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 7 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and | 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of § 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application | 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 7 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; © 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different © 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 7 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; © 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board | 
of Trade from the beginning of 19038, the work formerly carried on by © 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 7 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 7 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with © 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham ~ 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the | 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire — 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of | 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products | 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample — 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly. at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
